Republicans who registered 
democratic in order to take part 
in local government had a holi- 
day Tuesday. These and dis- 
gruntled protestants, plus a few 
who really believed in Nixon's 
avowed policies, amounted to 

me 21,000. Added to the open- 

avowed republicans some 43, 
650 voted in the Nixon column. 

Of thirteen precincts from 
Palm Beach thru Lake Worth, 
south to and including Boca Ra- 
ton, one — Delray No. 27 — 
voted democratic, to give a maj- 

y of 24,645 votes to republi- 
can candidates. There were 32, 
645 votes cast in these 13 prec- 
incts. 

Eight of the thirteen gavè 
Congressman Rogers a major- 

y; all republican candidates re- 
ceived a majority in all of these 
precincts, except Democratic 
No. 27, where the democratic 
candidate received 490 votes to 
186 for the republicans. 

The greatest number of votes 
cast in the county were in the 
Presidential -race, 72,567; the 
sheriff's race came next with 
68,460; the governors race 
brought out 67,845; Congress- 
man Rogers and his opponent 
received a total of 66,300. 

In the Glades seven precincts 
the same proportionate interest 
was shown in the Presidents’ 
race, drawing 3,788, the Sheriff 
3,664, the governers’ race draw- 
ing 3,364, Congressman Rogers, 
3,118 and Representative Ro- 
berts 2,936.

An additional 1,000 acres re- 
mains to be cleared, water con- 
trol installed and the land made 
ready for planting next year. 

Mr. David W. Bailie, engineer 
and mill operator, has returned 
from Louisiana, where he has 
been superintending the dis- 
mantling of the Evangeline Mill 
and directing it's loading for 
shipment to Belle Glade. 

The first four cars of the dis- 
mantled mill came in this week 
and are being stored on the mill 
site, which is in the first tract 
adjacent to U. S. No. 441 and 
State Road No. 80, 11 miles east 
of Belle Glade. 

Accepting the figures of US 
Sugar, we come up with $3.50 
per ton annually for salaries and 
wages, or a million dollars, plus, 
new payroll $3.50 per ton for 
supplies, equipment, etc., and a 
profit for the grower. We find 
that more than $2,500,000 an- 
nually is accounted for by this 
one mill, and, it's a small one 
comparatively. 

Actually, the Florida Sugar 
folks are employing a hundred 
at present, and this number will 
be materially added to in the 
bringing in and erecting of the 
mill and harvesting the crop. 

Each thousand-tons daily 
grinding capacity utilized into 
the area promises a million and 
a half to two million capital in- 
vestment for grinding, 200,000 
for harvesting equipment, and 
half a million for initial plant- 
ing. 

Seven sections of land will be 
utilized for growing cane. 

$600,000 in annual payroll 
will be added.

A controversy over government health-care 
benefits for the aged is very much in the news 
now. But, reports the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, it may disappear as a political 
issue. 

The reason for this is simple—the problem 
is gradually, even rapidly, being solved without 
widespread government intervention. By the end 
of this year 65 per cent of the aged who need 
and want health insurance will haye it, and in 
five years, according to the projections, the fig- 
ure will be 80 per cent. 

The last Congress turned b: the drive to 
set up compulsory health care benefits for every- 
one drawing Social Security payments, whether 
they needed or wanted them or not. Instead, it 
passed a federal-state measure which is design- 
ed to help the aged people who are actually 
needy. Let's hope future Congresses hold to that 
wise policy.

Child Care Centers Need Urgent 


Play equipment and nursery 
supplies are urgently needed by 
child care centers in Belle 
Glade’s dowtown Negro Com- 
munity. In this small area there 
are an estimated 300 pre-school 
children from more than 3,000 
crowded rental units needing 
more adequate care while their 
parents work in the harvest. 

More than a dozen women 
are tackling the child care need. 
Although they are making an 
heroic effort, they cannot do an 
adequate job because they lack 
creative play materials and are 
not able to buy them on the 
small fees which harvest work- 
ers are able to pay. 

At a meeting of these women 
with Mrs. Monica Owen of the 
Migrant Ministry last week, they 
listed things they need: rubber 
dolls, soft washable toys, see- 
saws, large balls, sand boxes, 
outdoor playthings, books, cray- 
ons, toy boxes or chests, diapers, 
training panties, rubber pants, 
children’s toilet chairs, chil- 
dren's furniture, hand towels, 
spoons and forks, wagons, adult 
rocking chairs for getting bab- 
ies to sleep, crib and cot, sheets 
and coverlets. 

New or used items in good 
condition are welcome. Church, 
club or family groups who wish 
to take on some needed project 
will find this a worthy one.

Dear Sirs: 

You know and I know that the 
public already pays for the com- 
mercial advertising on televis- 
ion; that the advertisers simply 
deduct the enormous costs from 
their taxable income and the in- 
dividual taxpayers have to pay 
that amount to make up the de- 
ficiency in the national budget. 

‘Then why should we not have 
something to say about what 
appears on our television sets? 

Why should these advertisers 
be permitted to barge in on the 
instruments we own, using the 
power we pay for and wasting 
our time with rauous ballyhoo 
for items in which we are not 
in the least interested, or with 
silly, perile drama and revolting 
manslaughter? 

With Our newspapers at 5c 
each, we can read all the inter- 
esting news, comments and edi- 
torials, and pick out the advert- 
ised articles that interest us in 
ten or fifteen minutes, —in one- 
fifth the time and less cost than 
television. 

I attach a stop-watch analysis 
of a news period by the two 
most prominent stations in our 
area from 5:55 to 7:00 p. m. You 
will note that in an allotted pro- 
gram time of 63 minutes, only 
38.6 minutes presented the mat- 
erial presumed to be the purpose 
of the session with 48 changes 
of subject matter. 

If we did not have remote con- 
trol on our set to eliminate un- 
desirable commercials" I think 
our apparatus would go out the 
window. 

We would gladly pay three 
times what our TV set is now 
costing us for the privilege of 
selecting our own programs.

Gas And Sales Tax 
Down In Sept.-Oct. 


For the month of Oetober, 
Florida's two nfajor sources of 
tax revenue showed a decrease 
under collections in October of 
1959. 

October sales tax collections 
based on September sales a- 
mounted to $12,285,815.97, re- 
presenting a decrease of $300, 
346.24, or 2.3 percent under the 
$12,586,062.21 collected during 
October, 1959. 

Total sales tax collections this 
fiscal year, July through Octo- 
ber, amount to $52,766,363.41, 
an increase of $1,477,783.11, or 
2.8 percent over the $51,288, 
580.30 collected for the same 
period last year. 

Gasoline tax collections dur- 
ing the month of October bas- 
ed on September sales amount- 
ed to $9,366,325.03, representing 
a decrease of 2.6 percent un- 
der the $9,620,923.39 collected 
during the same month last 
year. 

Total gasoline tax collections 
this fiscal year amount to $39, 
261,477.39, which is an increase 
of $715,634.89, or 1.8 percent 
over the $38,545,842.50 collect- 
ed during the same four months 
of 1959. 


Since the months of June and 
October are consistently low re- 
venue months, we are hopeful 
that with the approaching win- 
ter months and resulting tour- 
ist influence, the revenue will 
show some recovery from the 


general decline experienced 
during the recent summer 
months. 


It is obvious that the gross 
volume of business in Florida 
since May has not maintained 
the usual year-to-year increase 
enjoyed during recent years. 
Our over-all economy seems to! 
have slipped as it has nation- 
wide, although perhaps not to 
as great an extent in Florida.
